A reaffirmation of its intentions to seek Navy surplus
i/land to expand Torrance High School facilities and as a

for school use might save
Torrance taxpayers between
half a million and $700,000,
the board was told.

Governmental or education-
al units have a high priority
for acquiring such government
surplus land, and the school
district would be able to ob-
tain it at a fraction of its
market cost.

IF A HIGH school were
located on the site, no child
would have to be taken to
school by bus, the board was
told.
